bodily deformities, are apt first to suggest them- 
selves; and, though the average of one case in five 
thousand children born is a liberal calculation, 
still the remote possibility is sufficient, to divert 
every mother’s thoughts from her own immediate 
critical situation to other considerations concern- 
ing her offspring’s future happiness and welfare, 
It is our object, however, in the present paper to 
calm unnecessary fears, or to encourage hope under 
more painful circumstances, by showing how much 
may be done in the nursery, by proper care and 
attention, to remedy constitutional deformities, 
which, because born with the patient, are too 
frequently considered to be incurable, and are left 
to become so by neglect and ignorance. 

The defect most frequently observed in new- 
born children is a certain distortion of the feet 
and lower extremities, called in popular language 
oe 4 

club-foot,’’ It is unnecessary to enter here 
into the original causes of this peculiarity in 
formation, it being sufficient for our readers to 
know that itis to be attributed to the imperfect or 
irregular development of the organization of the 
lower extremities, From the moment, however, 
such a deformity is observed, immediate steps 
should be taken for its cure. Nothing can be 
more opposed to a successful issue than to act 
upon the advice sometimes given to wait until the 
child is a few years old, under the mistaken idea 
that before that age it cannot have strength 
enough to endure the treatment necessary. The 
reverse, however, is the proper plan to proceed upon, 
due consideration being, of course, always paid 
to the different characters of the constitutions af- 
fected, though, by the by, it is worthy of obser- 
yation that nature exhibits here an unusual 
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kindness, for children of 
very delicate frames and 
feeble health have gene- 
rally their bodily distor- 
tions restored to a natural 
condition by the applica- 
tion of very trifling means, 
and those continued only 
for a moderate length of 
time. 

The treatment to be 
adopted is, as it ought to 
be, extremely simple, and 
may be confided to the in- 
fant’s nurse, or, better still, 
to its mother. The real 
extent of the malformation 
should first be carefully 
observed, and notice taken 
of the particular joint to 
which the defect may be 
traced. In club-foot it is 
generally the ankle ; and it 
should be properly under- 
stood that the muscles, and 
not the bone, of the leg are 
principally concerned in 
producing the distorted ap- 
pearance. Unequal con- 
traction of the former will 
lead to undue extension or 
flexion, and, in cases of 
long standing, the only 
cure is dividing with the 
knife those muscles, the 
disturbed action of which 
has occasioned the de- 
formity. 

In infants, however, all 
that is necessary to be 
done is to take the affected 
limb, and with the hands 
frequently to extend and 
bend the joint, so as gra- 
dually to bring it into the 
natural condition, This 
practice should be repeated 
on every favourable oppor- 
tunity, until the rigid con- 
traction of the muscles has 
been so far overcome that, 
after being once properly 
reduced, the parts exhibit 
no disposition to relapse 
into their previous’ state. 
In the majority of cases, 
when adopted early, scarce- 
ly anything more will be 
found to be necessary for a 
cure, as the bones in infants 
being but partially ossified, 
and the cartilages soft, there 
is not that opposition which 
in later life is found in the 
parts. We have seen se- 
veral instances where the 
simple means mentioned 
have been quite sufficient 
to effect a cure in a very 
few weeks from the birth; and even others of a 
more fearful character, with no other appliances, 
have been known to be quite well by the time child- 
ren usually walk alone, no circumstances remain~« 
ing to show that the feet had ever been defective. 

In childen afflicted with any kind of deformity 
the utmost attention should be paid to the state 
of the constitution, The remote cause of the 
defect may almost always be traced to some un- 
healthy influence existing in the system, This 
caution is obviously necessary from other reasons 3 
for though, as we have before observed, weak 
frames offer less resistance to the physical means 
of relief, the after-treatment required is always 
long and tedious—a tendency to relapse having 
constantly to be guarded against, by a careful 
nursing and a properly-advised course of foe 
medicines, On the contrary, when childen have 
strong constitutions, are in good health, and of 
active habits, it will be necessary to guard = Serta 
too-long-continued or too. violent action Sia te 
affected joint. ‘The exercise must be es ebaad 
gently, and with the greatest care ; for sme fatal 
stitutional character of such patients baal aa hem 
to the danger of inflammation and veer 
fatal consequences, In fact, have been ae to 
follow such ill-judged and misconducted endea- 
yours. Mothers may, therefore, rest satisfied that, 
whatever amount of distortion their newborn off- 
spring may unfortunately present, if this does not 
originate with, or be accompanied by local disease 
of the joint, and which, one examination by a 
medical man will be almost sufficient to determine, 
they may be permanently restored to the proper 
form and use of their limbs by persisting in the 
simple plan recommended in this paper. 
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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


The coteries here are exceedingly busy discussing 
the letters of Louis Philippe to his daughter Louise 
of Belgium, on the subject of the Spanish marriage, 
extracted from the celebrated ‘secret portfolio.” As 
far as one may judge, he does not appear to have 
acted the crafty part usually assigned him in this 
matrimonial speculation. And it would seem that 
Lord Aberdeen was in part, if not wholly, cognisant 
of the King’s views and intentions, The following ex- 
tract 1s curious, and in confirmation of this opinion :— 


**T will now speak to you of the marriage of Mont- 
pensier with the Infanta, ‘There was not the slightest 
reference to it, either when Queen Victoria came to Eu 
in 1848, or when I was at Windsor in 1844, It was only in 
the year 1845 that Lord Aberdeen spoke to Guizot and 
me with regard to it for the first time. Our reply was 
the same. I told Lord Aberdeen that I much wished 
that Montpensier should marry the Infanta Louisa 
Ferdinanda; but I no more desired that he should 
wed Queen Louisa than Queen Isabella, and that he 
might even be assured that my son should not espouse 
the Infanta until the Queen was married, Lord Aber- 
deen added, ‘ And when she shall have borne a child.’ 
‘Be it so,’ L replied. ‘Ido not desire better; for, if 
the Queen were to remain sterile, the Infanta .would 
become the necessary or inevitable heiress, and that 
would not guit me no more than you; but, however, 
there must be some reciprocity in this affair, and, if 
I give you your securities, it is just that in return you 
should give me mine, Now, mine are, that you will 
do all in your power that Queen Isabella shall choose 
her husband from amongst the descendants of 
Philip V,, and that Prince Leopold of Saxe Coburg be 
set aside.’ ‘Be it so,’ replied Lord Aberdeen. ‘ We 
are of the same opinion with you, that the best which 
can be done is that the Queen should select her hus- 
band from amongst the descendants of Philip V. We 
cannot take the initiative on this question as we have 
done, but we will suffer you to act; we shall merely 
follow you, and at all events we will not act in 
opposition to you. As to Prince Leopold, you may be 
tranquil with respect to his pretensions. I answer for 
it that he shall be neither acknowledged nor supported 
by England, and that he shall not interfere with you.’ ” 

And yet it does seem strange that in the face of this 
our beloved Qneen should have taken umbrage. Louis 
Philippe evidently and deeply regrets the estrange- 
ment, and throws all the blame on Lord Palmerston. 
‘*' The Queen,” he says, ‘‘ has just received a letter, or 
rather a reply, from Queen Victoria, to the one you 
know she had written to her, and that reply greatly 

rieves me. I am inclined to believe that our good 

ittle Queen was as sorry to write such a letter as I 
was toread it, But she now only sees things through 
the spectacles of Lord Palmerston, and those spectacles 
distort and disfigure them too often. This is quite 
natural. The great difference between the spectacles 
of the excellent Aberdeen and those of Lord Palmer 
ston proceeds from the difference of their dispositions. 
Lord Aberdeen wished to be well with his friends ; 
Lord Palmerston, I fear, wishes to quarrel with them. 
This is, my dear Louise, that which has caused my 
alarm respecting the miintenance of our cordial un- 
derstanding when Lord Palmerston resumed the di- 
rection of the Foreign-office. Our good Queen Vic- 
toria sought to dispel those alarms, and assured me 
that there would only be a change of men. But m

She pretended to draw the hair from her 
head; and, when he blew it away, she said, ‘Thank 
you, prince; you have saved me the trouble of 
doing so myself; for that hair was taken out of the 
head of my cook!’

On Saturday last the delegates of the so-called 
‘*National Convention” reassembled at John-street, 
Fitzroy-square, and shortly after nine o’clock the hall 
was crowded to inconvenience. Mr. Bond Hughes, 
the Government short-hand writer, and another gen- 
tleman were again in attendance, and took copious 
notes of the proceedings, As on the previous meet- 
ings, Mr. M‘Grath occupied the chair, and, in the ab- 
sence of Mr. C. Doyle, the duties of secretary were 
discharged by Mr, William Dixon. The roll of dele- 
gates having been called over, 

Mr. Feargus O’Connor, M.P., opened the busi- 
ness of the day, by communicating the eecne 
which had taken place in the House of Commons on 
the previous evening, and especially announced that 
Lord John Russell had conceded to him Friday next 
as the day on’ which he might bring forward his motion 
on the subject of the people’s charter, (Hear, hear.) 
If this concession Had not been made by the noble 
lord, he (Mr. F. O’Connor) would not have been able 
to bring forward the question for at least a month. 
(Cheers.) Inreference to the bill for the security of 
the Crown, Mr, F. O’Connor observed, that it stood 
for a second reading on Monday, and notice had been 
given to suspend the standing orders, so as to take 
the other stages of the bill without delay, and as 
speedily as possible. The delegates might rely upon 
him giving the measure évery possible opposition, 
provided he was not shot on Monday, us it had been 
said he would be. Mr. O’Connor then withdrew from

Therefore he cautioned them now, as he had cautioned 
them before, that their position was one of opposition 
to the Government; a he said now, as he had said 
before, that, if it was not for certain persons out of the 
Convention, England would never see such a day as 
the one before them for popular demonstration. He 
announced to them that they had 5,600,000 signatures 
to the national petition. He thought it quite natural 
that the Government should, under the circumstances, 
place themselves in a position of defence, and he 
thought that they (the Convention) would do the same 
if they were in the same place, Nevertheless, he 
would go to the meeting to preserve the lives of those 
Who were jeopardised, and that the cause which was 
so near and dear to his heart might not be injured 
Indeed, he could not absent himself without doing a 
gross injustice to those persons who had confided to 
him a quarter of a million of money, and the respon- 
sibility of carrying on their cause; and, if he did so 
act, the whole of his life would be stamped as one long 
course of duplicity and deception.

The parks were closed, and 
the entrance to St. James’s was guarded by a double 
file of guards and the wardens of the parks, the latter 
acting as gatekeepers under the orders of the military, 
a corporal or sergeant being stationed as commandant 
at each gate. Ingress and egress were immediately 
allowed to all persons exhibiting the “ pass”’ granted 
by the authorities of Scotland-yard. Patrols of the 
household troops marched up and down the mall, and 
officers held constant communication with the several 
posts.

roof shutters were drawn over the windows. Buck- 
ingham Palace did not appear to be guarded by any 
extra strength, but a strong force was ready to march 
from the drill-ground of the Wellington Barracks at 
any moment.

THE Puittyarmonic Concerts.—The third 
concert took place on Monday night, when, contrary to 
general expectation, the room was full; and, to judge 
by the warmth with which the performances were 
received, the visitors were by no means sorry to forget 
for a while the angry voice of discordant politics under 
the reign of a “Costa.” The programme was excellent, 
and we especially select for comment the Dervish 
chorus of Beethoven, ‘‘ Kaaba, Mahomet hail,” from 
his “ Ruins of Athens,’’ a wild and wonderful inspi- 
ration,—a masterstroke of genius that scts criticism at 
defiance. Nothing can be more dramatic, nothing 
more original and expressive. It is written for male 
voices in unison throughout, and might be consulted 
with advantage by Verdi and the rest who incline to 
a similar disposition of the vocal score. ‘The Ruins 
of Athens” was a masque, by Kotzebue, to which 
Beethoven composed an overture and incidental music, 
of which the present chorus is a superb specimen. It 
was executed with marvellous precision, and encored 
enthusiastically, 


Tue De.ecates.—The Chartist delegates 
reassembled on Tuesday morning at the usual place 
of meeting, and immediately fell to denouncing the 
Government for having prevented the procession from 
Kennington-common, ‘They all agreed that the 
Government thirsted for an opportunity of shedding 
the blood of the people, and congratulated the country 
and each other upon the wisdom of the course they 
had taken in abandoning their design of heading the 
procession, whereby they had avoided a collision with 
the soldiers; though one of them complained that he 
had been most unceremoniously knocked about, and 
obliged to escape as best he might with his hat over 
hiseyes. He considered himself a marked man (which 
he certainly was); he execrated the Government, and 
declared he never would be caught in such a “trap” 
again. A full and true report of the proceedings was 
to be sent all over the country. The Monday's 
meetings all over the country really went off very 
creditably, in comparison with the bloated absurdities 
of the affair in the metropolis, 


Tue Cuarrists.—The Chartists have made 
a report from a meeting held in Lambeth, at which it 
was resolved not to deal with parties who had been 
sworn in as special constables, and to withdraw support 
froma all houses taking in the Weekly Dispatch and the 
Times, ‘The president deprecated any such resolu- 
tions; but Mr. Cuffey, one of the delegates for Lon- 
don, said he did not see why they should be so 
squeamish in the matter. Having been out of work 
lately, he had allowed Mrs, Cuffey to go out washing

TriaAL or A MANcHESTER SILVERSMITH 
FOR RECEIVING STOLEN PuLAte.—On the Chester 
circuit James Howard, who surrendered in discharge 
of his bail, was charged with having, on the 20th of 
September, feloniously received 500 silver spoons of 
the value of £100, and 40 pairs of silver sugar-tongs 
of the value of £60, the property of James Hobson, 
of Stockport, well knowing ae to have been stolen. 
In the month of March, 1847, the house of the pro- 
secutor was broken open, and about d0lb. weight of 
silver plate stolen therefrom. About the same time 
five other burglaries were committed in the same town, 
and the articles stolen consisted chiefly of plate. At 
the last August assizes two persons named Ann Hick- 
son, and a nephew of hers named William Hickson 
Ellis, were tried, the former as receiver of part of the 
goods stclen from Mr. Hobson, and the latter as the 
thief. Both were convicted, and Ellis was sentenced 
to seven years’ transportation, and the female to six 
months’ hard labour inthe House of Correction. Pre- 
vious to the removal of Ellis to the hulks he confessed 
to the chaplain of the gaol to having committed no less 
than six burglaries in Stockport; that his aunt had 
disposed of the proceeds, and he caused a letter to be 
sent to her requesting her to tell the authorities where. 
In consequence of this the aunt was communicated 
with, gid she having informed of the prisoner, who 
keeps a silversmith’s shop at the corner of Market- 
street, Manchester, opposite the Exchange, he was 
apprehended and committed for trial. The case 
against him rested solely on the evidence of the youth 
and his aunt, the latter of whom deposed to selling 
plate there on various occasions, on one of which she 
sold twelve pounds weight, for which the prisoner 
paid little more than 4d. an ounce. The premises of 
the prisoner were searched on the discovery being 
made, but none of the stolen property was discovered 
and the corroborative evidence was extremely slight. 
The jury, immediately after the summin up of the 
case, pronounced the prisoner not guilty, and the 
learned judge ordered him at once to be discharged.

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_ Franov,—Panis, Sunday.—The members of the 
Provisional Government have assumed professor- 
ships in the College of France. At one of their 
late sessions, the disgraceful crusade against foreign 
labourers and artisans resident in France formed 
a subject of discussion, and the result was a decree 
which redeems the character of the Government 
from the stigma of conniving at so detestable a 
system, The number of operatives inscribed in the 
national workshops was 45,000; and new enrolments 
were announced. The average wages per head per 
day allowed to these is two francs, which makes a 
total at present of 90,000 francs, or £3600, a day in 
Paris alone. These expenses bear at present on the 
budgets of the departments of war and public works, 
but chiefly on the latter, the resources of which are 
already exhausted. <A credit, therefore, of three mil- 
lions has been opened to the Minister of Public 
Works for this purpose. Nothing can be more dis- 
astrous than the relations produced between labour and 
capital by the despotic power at present exercised 
by the former and the almost utter helplessness of the 
latter. Operatives dictate their terms; employers have 
no alternative but to yield or to suspend business ; and 
sometimes not even that, for it not unfrequently oc- 
curs that the operatives will not permit even the sus- 
pension of business by employers unwilling to pay 
wages that will leave no profits. M. Louis Blanc can- 
not and dare not do anything but ratify the demands 
of the operatives. We have already announced that, 
after the nomination of General Cavaignac to the 
ministry of war, General Changarnier was named 
Governor-General of Algiers, General Changarnier 
embarked at Toulon to go to Africa; but, on hearing 
the news of the refusal of General Cavaignac, he re- 
embarked and returned to Paris!

When the spring 
frosts begin to retire, the 
plants may be exposed to 
the open air every fine 
day; this will harden the 
wood and prepare them 
for their summer quarters 
in the flower-garden.

What is natural and what+is not natural? It 
would be well that this question should be an- 
swered before a writer commits himself to irrevo- 
cable print. If all things that are possible, and 
all things which actually occur or have occurred, 
are fit subjects for introduction into a novel, then 
the answer to our question is self-apparent. But 
it is evident that there are subjects which noman in 
his senses would write upon, which no printer would 
print, and which, if written and printed, no well- 
qualified person would read. This extreme case es- 
tablishes the duty of selection, of which thete are 
degrees ; some subjects being more available than 
others, some so remarkably choice that the only 
doubt which can attend their adoption is the ability 
to transfer them from conception to type with effect ; 
and others so evidently uninteresting, though harm- 
less enough in themselves, as to have no justification 
for their use but the left-handed one of proving an 
author’s bad taste and his publisher’s temerity, 
To come more directly to this matter, most of our 
readers, looking round on their acquaintance, will, 
doubtless, be able to point out séthe individuals of 
go uncertain a disposition that under no circum- 
stances can they be depended on. Such characters 
are frequent in the world—too frequent—and we 
believe there is a common opinion which condemns 
them as tiresome to offensiveness.  Vacillation 
with them is not that spirit of contradiction which, 
in the hands of clever authors, as in nature itself, 
is often so intensely interesting, and which, in 
truth, is no real contradiction, but only what our 
superficial wisdom pleases to call such, It is 
somethiig without principle ; a want of character 
rather than its prominence ; leaving in the track of 
its possessors ndne but recollections of tedium and 
disgust. _ ‘The adoption of stich persons to fill the 
heroic plaeés in a novel is a mistake to Which 
oung atithefs are most liable, unless their youth 
is enlightéiéd by genius whose instinct it is, for 
the most eae to be right. 
If Mr. Lewes cannot ¢laim the apology of being 
a young author,” it is clear from this novel that 
he has retained the errors of his youth. We fear, 
too, that there are no evidences here to warrant us 
in hopifig that he will speedily disenthral himself 
from a waiit of judgment, which has rendered a 
pretty title but a snare to an intolerable disap- 
pointmeérnt, We have not; indeed, read any book 
which éotitains so great a want of delicate percep- 
tion With so much affectation of delicacy. A real 
ruffidiism which will astonish modern readers 
starts ip at the very climax of several laboured 
amiabilities, and damns the offending character just 
wheti his or her title to the sentimental has been 
almost made out. Thus, at the end of the first vo- 
lume, Mr. Cecil Chamberlayne, one of the heroes, is 
painted at one instant as the most blushing and

“She hid her blushing face in his bosom, 
pressed him to her convulsively. 

“©The devil !? was his brutal exclamation.” 

_ Brutal enough. But in five miniites after Cevil 
is all joy, and “My own beautiful Blanche !’’ 
“My pet!’ &c, form the author's ideal of a 
natural contrast to ‘The devil.” Certainly the 
contrast is strong. 

We choose these objections here and there, at 
random; but the whole work, with the exception 
of Cecil’s gradual seduction from his home, is one 
succession of absurdities, redeemed only by some 
philosophical remarks, which are equally sensible 
and stale, When a blink of sunshine peeps through 
the general dulness, and you begin to think you 
are coming to something interesting, in steps the 
author's notions of human nature with some weari- 
some contradiction, and demolishes your hope with 
a line, This done, he sets to to moralize, and show 
how natural such couduct is. Natural, indeed; 
but not interesting. We have enough of this 
petty, niggling, fiddling work in life. We want to 
forget the dulness of the world when we take up 
a novel. Mr. Lewes has endeavoured to concentrate 
it into his three volumes, and has succeeded. Not 
one of his characters can we love. Violet is in- 
tensely shallow ; Rose, flimsily joyous ; Blanche, 
impudently retiring; Mrs. Vyner, lambishly 
tigress-ish, Old Vyner is a bore; Captain Heath 
another; Julius St. John, the most uninteresting 
specimen of intellectual ugliness; Marmaduke, a 
hot-blooded frivolity. Cecil Chamberlayne comes 
hearest to a character of any of the elaborated 
men; but he keeps us in constant dread of the 
Newgate Calendar, The dog “ Shot” is the only 
natural Christian in the book. 

Is there, then, no cleverness in this novel? A 
greatdeal, But an absurd and false notion of human 
nature has spunged it up. Not once have the ad- 
venttires Mr, Lewes has detailed carried us away ; 
impressed us with a Wish to read on; spurred our 
feelings ifito an emotion, His women are not 
wonien of soul, They have nothing high-born 
abotit thei: They have not the hearts, the de- 
voted love; thé dignified resolution of good, sub- 
stantial, trué Woihen. Their essence is pettiness. 
A gleam of soiiéthing sterling now and then ap- 
pears, but oily t6 give way again to puppetism. 
With the exception of the drivelling Captain Heath 
and Mr. Meredith Vyiiet, the men are false to na-

ture, Cecil aid Marmaduke are half ruffians, half 
nonentities, ‘hey liaye not a single manly qua- 
lity. And if Mr; Lewes pretends that he has given 


an average typé of human nature in these inex- 
licable beings, we can but express that we have 
aith in an éstimate somewhat more exalted.

_ Inthe account which we gave 
in our last number of a cele- 
brated living sculptress, Mrs. 
Thornycroft, we briefly alluded 
to the subject of our resent 
memoir, the Hon, Mrs, amer, 
whom we now wish to introduce 
to the notice of our readers, 
Anne Seymour Damer, the 
only child of Field-Marshal 
Conway (brother to the Mar- 
uis of Hertford) and Caroline 
ampbell, only daughter of 
John, the fourth Duke of 
Argyll, was born in the year 
1748. In youth she was emi- 
nently beautiful, and her man- 
ners were particularly winning. 
To these partly natural and 
partly artificial charms she 
added a considerable acquaint- 
ance with both elegant and 
learned literature, With the 
best authors of England, France, 
and Italy she made herself fa- 
miliar, and added a knowledge 
of the Latin classics, and made 
more than a common progress 
in those of Greece, Ther irth 
entitled her to a life of ease and 
luxury, her beauty exposed her 
to the assiduities of suitors and 
the temptations of courts; but 
it was her pleasure to forego 
al] these advantages, and dedi- 
cate the golden hours of her 
youth to the task of winning 
a name by working in wet clay, 
laster of Paris, stubborn mar- 
le, and still more intractable 
bronze. It is not often that 
art finds a votary of such high 
descent; nor is it usual for 
a sex slim of frame and soft 
of hand to enter voluntarily 
upon the severest bodily drudgery to which genius 
has taxed itself. The fashionable world of the 
time were astonished at hearing that the beautiful 
and only daughter of Marshal Conway had for- 
saken all the gaities of society, and was become a 
worker in wet clay; wore a mob-cap to keep the 
dust of the marble from her hair, and an apron to 
preserve her silk gown and embroidered slippers ; 
and, with a hammer of iron in one hand and a 
chisel of stcel in the other, had begun to carve 
heads in marble, The story of the incident which 
first directed her thoughts to sculpture is singular, 
When between eighteen and twenty years old she 
was walking one day with David Hume, when 
they were accosted by a wandering Italian boy, 
who offered for sale some plaster figures which he 
was carrying, The historian looked at the casts, 
conversed with the boy, gave him a shilling, and 
continued his walk, The young lady amused her- 
self by laughing at the philosopher for squandering 
both time and money on paltry plaster images, 
‘Be less severe, Miss Conway,” said Hume; 
‘those images at which you smile were not made 
without the combined assistance of both science and 
genius, With all your varied attainments, now, 
you cannot produce such works.’ She listened 
in silence to the rebuke, and inwardly resolved 
to try her hand in art, as much with the hope of 
confounding the historian as with the expectation 
of finding pleasure in the attempt. She procured 
wax and modelling tools, set to work in secret, and 
presented a head which she had modelled to the 
philosopher, He commended the attempt, but re- 
minded her that it was one thing to model in wax 
and another to carve in marble, Resolved not to 
be deterred by difficulties, she got marble and 
proper tools, and in a short time copied, rudely 
indecd, the bust which she had made in wax, and 
placed it before Hume. He again approve but 
recommended a more skilful mode of finishing. 
She now applied herself, at least for a ie Ss ac- 
quire excellence in the art which she had chosen, 
she took lessons in modelling from Coracchi, ont 
Bacon she learned the art of working in pee ae 
and Cruikshanks taught her the elements 0 ene 
tomy.

travagance. He squandered a princely fortune in 
a few years, and terminated his life with a pistol in 
the Bedford Arms, Covent-garden, on the 15th of 
August, 1776, leaving his widow childless, and a 
wardrobe which was sold by auction for £15,000. 
After this event Mrs. Damer renewed her study 
of sculpture, and travelled for information in the 
artin France, Spain, and Italy. While on her 
passage to France, the vessel in which she sailed 
was chased by a French man of war, and, being 
very inferior in force, a running fight com- | 
menced, and continued for four hours,. The French ¢ 
for the time prevailed, and the packet was captured , 
within sight of Ostend. Mrs, Damer, however, ? 
was liberated, and permitted to continue her 
journey. 

Politics, however, mingled with her love for the 
arts. She became a determined Whig, and, allying 
herself with her cousin Horace V alpole, loved 
those whom he loved, and hated those whom he 
hated, On returning from the galleries of Rome 
and Madrid, she took her share in the contested 
election for Westminster, which ended in the re- 
turn of her favourite, Charles Fox. The three 
ladies of birth, beauty, and wit, who divided West. 
minster into three parts on this occasion, and 
canvassed the whole motley mob of voters, were 
Mrs. Damer, Mrs. Crewe, and the beautiful ‘ 
Duchess of Devonshire. Their success was com- 
plete, and curious anecdotes have been related of 
the unusual condescension practised by these can- 
vassers.
